The school 
board had given approval 
for the fireworks given that 
City Council, Fire, Airport 
and Law Enforcement gave 
support. After quite a bit of 
discussion with Law en- 
forcement, Fire, between 
Council members and 
quite a few City residents, 
the decision would be made 
to not allow the fireworks. 
There were concerns about 
how much it take for Law 
Enforcement and Fire.

While the 
other two positions must 
be filled by someone who 
resides within the City. 
The Council decided to 
open it up to the public for 
people who are interested 
to apply. The term will ex- 
pire in March of 2024. 


The Council would also 
approve the contract with 
Performance Engineers for 
the initial engineering of 
Antrim and Mason Streets 
for a total of $156,000. The 
project has been part of the 
overall capital improve- 
ment plan that was up- 
dated in 2019. The project 
has become a priority due 
to the age and issues that 
are with the existing sani- 
tary main and water main. 
The project consists of a 
complete rehabilitation of 
the street which includes 
new water mains, sanitary 
mains, storm sewer, curb / 
gutters, conduit for future 
underground electric and 
new road surface.

Gail Gruenwald, executive 
director at Tip of the Mitt 
Watershed Council, has an- 
nounced her plan to retire at 
the end of 2021. Her an- 
nouncement marks the end 
of 37 years of service to the 
Watershed Council, our com- 
munity, and Northern Michi- 
gan’s waters. 

“T could not have imagined 
amore meaningful career 
than I have had working to 
protect Northern Michigan’s 
waters,” said Gruenwald. 
“The Watershed Council 
truly is an amazing and effec- 
tive organization. I will treas- 
ure my years here.” 

Gruenwald joined the Wa- 
tershed Council in 1984 as 
staff attorney and became 
the executive director in 
1987. Since the beginning of 
her tenure, she has advanced 
the advocacy, water monitor- 
ing, restoration projects, and 
educational outreach for 
which the Watershed Council 
is known. She oversaw the 
organization’s transforma- 
tion from a small group of 
mostly hard-working volun- 
teers and a few staff to a re- 
gional leader in water 
resource protection. She also 
fundraised for and pur- 
chased the Bay Street build- 
ing in Petoskey overlooking 
the Little Traverse Bay that 
staff are charged to protect. 

“Gail has been a stabilizing 
force for the organization 
over the years,” said Water- 
shed Council Associate Di- 
rector Jen Buchanan. “I have 
observed her navigate chal- 
lenges that would set most 
people off course, but time 
and time again she has al- 
ways remained focused on 
Northern Michigan’s water 
resources. I cannot imagine 
how the Watershed Council 
could have achieved all that 
we have without her leader- 
ship.” 

“The Watershed Council 
was founded 42 years ago,

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Health Department: Region making ‘community immunity’ 
progress but we all need to pull together to meet that goat 


Although the number of 
positive COVID-19 cases 
has been slightly declin- 
ing the past few weeks in 
the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan four- 
county jurisdiction, the 
need to get at least 70% of 
the eligible population vac- 
cinated remains high.

those pesky clouds. 

Natural materials like 
wood, brush and branches 
can be burned. However, 
avoid burning treated wood, 
which often can be identified 
by a manufacturer’s stamp 
and a greenish color. Treated 
wood releases arsenic or 
other chemicals in the air 
when burned. 

Likewise, don’t toss trash, 
plastic food wrappers, foam 
cups or hazardous materials 
in your campfire — it’s illegal, 
not to mention stinky and 
unhealthy. If you plan to 
cook a s’mores or other foods 
over the fire, it’s worth the 
extra effort to properly dis- 
pose of trash to keep the air 
clean and keep a bad taste 
out of your mouth.
